Third: It is 
my will that at the death of my wife, those of my 
children who have not received from me $1,550 (this 
being the largest amount that any have received) 
may each receive from the estate that may be left 
at my wife's death, so much as will make the por- 
tion received by each amount to $1,550 or as near 
that sum as may be. The advances in money and pro- 
perty heretofore at sundry times made by me to my 
children are as follows to wit: 

First: To Levi C. Cordell, cash paid for his medical 
education $1,000; one negro boy named Henry valued 
at $500, one bed, bedstead and bedding $50, amounting 
in all to |1,550. 

Second: To Enos B. Cordell, cash $1,500. One bed, 
bedstead and bedding $50, amounting in all to 
$1,550. 

Third: To Asa B. Cordell, cash $1,500. One bed, 
bedstead and bedding $50, amounting in all to 
$1,550. 

Fourth: To Mary E. Boteler, furniture $300, cash 
$600, hire of a negro man one year and horse, 
amounting in all to $1,000. 
Fifth: Helen A. Humphreys, furniture $300, cash 
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$600, hire of a negro man one year and other small 
matters making together $100 and amounting in all 
to $1,000. 

Sixth: To Richard L. Cordell, cash paid for his 
mathematical education $100. Cash for entered land 
$200. 120 acres of land in Saline Co. at $3.00 per 
acre j one bed , bedstead and bedding $50 amounting 
in all to $710. 

Seventh: To Virginia Bay, furniture $300. 254 and 
75/100 acres of land in Miller Co. at $2.00 per 
acre, making for land $509.50 and amounting in all 
to $809.50. 

Eighth: To James H. Cordell, one lever watch and 
cash worth together $70. 160 acres of land in Cole 
Co. at $2.00 per acre amounting in all to $390. 
Kinth: To Presley T. Cordell for collegiate educa- 
tion and other expenses $1,000. 

I give and bequeath to my wife Amelia Cordell the 
farm on which I now live with the two additions to 
it, one of which I purchased from Joseph Conway and 
the other from Philip Morris. I also give to my 
wife 150 acres of land on the Meramac river. I also 
give to my wife one undivided fifth part of a lot 
of ground in the town of Leesburg, County of Lou- 
doun and State of Virginia. I also give to my wife 
$300 in turnpike stock in the Leesburg and Snick- 
ersville Turnpike Road Co. I furthermore give to my 
wife my three negro men, Armi stead, Israel and 
Lloyd, a negro woman named Kitty, and two negro 
girls Eliza and Mary Ellen. I also further give to 
my wife all my farming utensils together with the 
live stock of all kinds, all gathered and growing 
crops, with everything used in carrying on the 
farm. Also all household and kitchen furniture of 
every description. I also give to my wife all debts 
which are or may come due to me. I do hereby ap- 
point my wife Amelia Cordell executrix of this my 
last will and testament, revoking all former wills 
by me made. It is my request that my said executrix 
be not required to give security for executorship. 
At the death of my wife it is my wish that my re- 
maining estate may be divided equally among my 
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children, as she, my said wife holds it only for 
and during her natural life. At the death of my 
wife, I request that Thomas K.Humphreys; Enos B. 
Cordell; James H. Cordell and Samuel Conway to act 
as executors of this my last will and testament.
